exercise of the power to punish this 
class of contempt, and In many Juris- 
dictions statutes have been enacted 
depriving the court of the power to 
punish them.

many accidents from the 
careless 


liniKlllni; of firecrackers and other 
dangerous toys which the small hoy 
delights In handling without any fear. 
The dangers of lockjaw are near. One 
prominent physician In speaking of 
the coming celebration said: 


"The large majority of fourth of. 


July casualties would nut endanger] 
life of the Injured In themselves were 
It not for the great danger that tetan- 
us, or lockjaw, will develop. Tetanus 
Is canned by a specific germ, which 
Is to be found almost everywhere in 
the soil. As a result the deadly germ 
Is extremely likely to he present In 
the material of which tile explosive Is 
composed, or even more likely In thu 
dirt on the hands or clothing. It Is 
easy, therefore, for the explosion to 
carry deadly particles iuto'thu soft 
tissues of the skin. 


"One of the peculiarities of the 


lockjaw germ is that It can not live 
In the prcscnco of free oxygen, that 
Is, exposed to the air. 
For 
Its 


growth It requires the absolute ex- 
clusion of air. For this reason deep 
puncture wounds arc far more dan- 
gerous than large open wounds. The 
poison developed by the tetanus germ 
is- one of the most virulent known, 
and It Is not the germ Itself, but this 
poison, which Is fatal. 


"It is of great Importance that all 


woumls In which dirt or particles of 
the explosive or of clothing have, 
been forced Into the Injury, be given 
Immediate attention. They should bo 
thoroughly opened, and then cleans- 
ed with soap and water and a disin- 
fecting solution. 
Under no circum- 
stances should the wound be closed, 
either with court plaster or collodion. 
To close the wound would be to court 
the dangers of lockjaw. The wound 
should heal openly, and from the bot- 
tom upward. 
In the second place, 
th.e use of tetanus antitoxin Is of vit- 
al value. It has proven beyond tho 
shadow of a doubt that It Is a proven* 
tatlve. To be of service, however. It 
must he used before the disease bus 
begun to develop, for it Is only a pre- 
ventatlvc and not a cure."
